Flexible Collodion. 
Collodion is pyroxylin, gun cotton, 
dissolved in ether and alcohol. Filex- 
ible collodion contains Canada» tur- 
pentine and castor oil to render it 
more elastic. This may be tinted to 


the clor of the skin by adding a few 
drops of an ether solution of tumeric 
or saffron. Flexible collodion must 
be kept tightly corked, for otherwise 
the ether soon evaporates and leaves 
a sticky mass. When using it, care 
should be taken to keep the liquid 
from contact with the mouth of the 
vial, for it will harden there and pre- 
vent the stopper from fitting proper- 
A sterile (freshly boiled = and 
dried) brush may be used to apply 
it to the skin. or a toothpick with 
a wisp of cotton wrapped about its 
tip, and this should be discarded af- 
ter use. No such medicament should 
be applied with the stopper or any 
contrivance permanently attached to 
the stopper, for that is an uncleanly 
practice, from point 
view, and paves the way for infection 
or blood poisoning. 

Flexible collodiou should be 
invariably instead of court plaster. 
If the surface is perfectly dry the col- 
lodion will adhere and form what ts 
practically an impervious protective 
covering for minor abrasions, 
scratches or wounds. Several 
may. be applied successively, each 
ing allowed to dry before the next 
applied, or when the lesion to be 
dressed is an inch or more in ares, | 
the collodion may be reinforced with 
thin wisps or layers of absorbent 
cotton or single layers of surgeon's

So many of the stores are holding 
their white sales, at which one gets 
good values, that it 1s well to con- 
sider methods of recognizing good 
linen, in case you should be replen- 
ishing the linen closet at this tme. 

It often hard to distinguish 
linenf rom cotton, particularly if the 
material is heavily starched and fin- 
ished with a high gloss. Frequently, 
one buys mercerized cotton, cotton 
and linen or even plain cotton, think- 
ing one is getting “pure linen.” 

If you want to distinguish linen 
from cotton, examine the _ threads 
carefully. Cotton is composed of short 
fibers which project from the sur- 
face of the thread. If you break the 
thread, the end «* cutton is tufted, 
while if you break a .uread of linen 
fiber, the end will be much more 
of a point. Rub the tiread between 
your fingers; if it is*® cotton, it will 
become quite fugsy. A flat thread 
used to be indicative of linen, but 
now cotton is cleverly imitated so 
oes cotton threads arc also made 

at. 

Cloth made fre a!l iinen is very 
lustrous, and because it is ‘sooth it 
stays clean lonter than cotton. For 
table use, it may be a little more ex- 
pensive, but there is no -omparison 
between it and any cotton material 
for length of wear and reneral satis- 
faction.

Athens, Ga., January 8.—(Special.) 
Co-operative marketing on a long time 
contract compulsory pool basis as fos- 
tered by the Georgia Cotton Growers’ 
Co-operative association has received 
the hearty indorsement and approval) 
of Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of 
the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture. 

“Conferences on marketing will be 
one of the main features of our farm- 
ers’ week program,” stated Dr. Soule 
in announcing the complete program 
for the big farmers’ conference to be 
held at the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture January 22 to 27. “This 
prraram undertakes to present the 
plans whereby the co-operative market- 
ing of farm crops on the long time 
contract basis may be instituted on 
a satisfactory and profitable basis.” 

Continuing Dr. Soule said, “Co- 
operative marketing on a long time 
contract compulsory pool basis is the 
only satisfactory method of disposing 
of the various farm commodities, such 
as is being so successfully done in 
Georgia by the Cotton Growers’ Co-on- 
erative association, and throughout 
the country by other such commodity 
organizations.” Every Georgia farm- 
er and business man is invited to come 
here and learn what has already been 
accomplished along this line here in 
Georgia.
